Dear Sir: 
Due to tile nutty fatal 
and crippling train-automo­ 
bile accidents In our town 
of Hondo, Texas, I feel it 
necessary to request consid­ 
eration for preventive safety 
legislation that could help 
save lives all over the United 
States. 


I would like to recom­ 
mend the following to be 
considered or improved: 
Each Individual engine 
be painted a bright color, 
one tliat would stand out at 
night yet be readily seen In 
daylight hcwrs. 


Each engine have the 
recognized railroad crossing 
emblem , size to be deter­ 
mined by need, painted on 
the front with fluorescent 


paint. 


Each engine to be well 
lighted on the outside to be 
more readily seen at night 
or when visibility’ is poor. 


Each engine to be equip­ 
ped with a minim im of 3 
red rotating lights similar to 
those used on police cars, 
fire trucks, etc; one to be 
positioned at each side of 
the front with tile other be­ 
ing somewhere near front 


center. 
Each passenger car, freight 
car, etc. to have a 12 inch 
fluorescent stripe painted full 
length at a conspicuous level 
where automobile head lights 
w ill reflect the da: ger of a 
passing or parked train when 
tile engine is not in view. 
Hondo is on a main East- 
West line of the Southern Pa­ 
cific railroad and our City 
Council lins requested crossing 


devices such as blinker lights, 
drop gates, etc. These re­ 
quests are acknowledged by 
Southern Pacific officials but 
due to excessive cost are re­ 
jected apparently feeling 
this cost should not belong to 
die railroad. 
Hondo lias IO crossings 
within the City Limits and 
another just a few yards a- 
way on State Route 173, I 
arn talking about a 2.8 mile 
stretch of railroad track. I 
am not suggesting that street

crossing devices lie abandon­ 
ed but hope additional train 
safety can be initiated. 
The speed lim it for trains 
through Hondo has been 45 
miles per hour. 
After tile 
last de atli City Council pass­ 
ed a 30 mile per hour ordi­ 
nance. 
Railroad officials re­ 
acted immediately by re­ 
questing a hearing with City 
Council before the ordinance 
be made official. 
About 5 
years ago ll ley requested a 
speed lim it of 70 miles per 
hour through our city. 
I liavc tried to gather 
some statistics for tills letter 
but it appears that most of 
tile records were sent to Aus­ 
tin, Texas. 
Medina County 
Sheriff Charles Hitzfelder 
did name 7 people killed by 
trains in Hondo in tile past 
5 years. 
Several others were 
seriously Injured and there 
have been other accidents 
with no personal injury but 
with property damage and 


loss. 


In view of the death of 
som e, serious injury to oth­ 
ers, and real and personal 
property damage to still oth­ 
ers, I feel the cost of such 
a program would be minimal 
in comparison and tile need 
is now, 
An alternate suggestion 
might be for the railroads to 
join the trend of major high­ 
ways and have all through 
traffic loop the cities and 


towns. 
My interest in this de­ 
rives from being a Council­ 
man aud hum anitarian and 
it probably shows that I am 
not an engineer. 
Perhaps a 
good engineering firm could 
take tliese suggestions, im ­ 
prove on diem , and put them 
to good use regarding public 
safety. I am sure you are 
fam iliar with the pressure a- 
long with fines being applied 
to industry for even minor in ­ 
fractions of a very rigid Fed­ 
eral Safety and Health Law. 
I would appreciate your 
thoughts on tile feasibility 
of such a program.

In Washington and in Business 
circles because econom ic re­ 
covery is slow In our nation. 
Arthur Bums, head of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System, put die 
worry Into words on Capitol 
Hill recently when he told 
Congressmen that the econ­ 
omy isn’t behaving the way it 
is supposed to. 
Interest rates are down 
considerably. 
Business writers 
are saying that now is the 
time for borrowers to see tlieir 
bankers, because capital w ill 
probably edge up its costs, 
that interest charges are about 
as low as they can go. The 
prime rate, charge by banks 
to their best customers, has 
gone down to 4 1/2 percent 
from 6 percent, and the 
goverment is now borrowing 
money at 3 1/2 percent com ­ 
pared to 7 percent last year. 
Private borrowing, however, 
stays slow, and the Adminis­ 
tration continues to withhold 
housing funds. 
I have previously said that 
confidence was the key to 
economic recover)’. 
ft:ople 
have to feel safe abc it build­ 
ing new homes, or r aking 
major purchases, and busi­ 
nessmen have to see a bright­ 
ening future before they ex ­ 
pand their stocks or their 
plants. 


UNEMPLOYMENT STAYS UP 
When the President shifted 
directions in his economic 
planning, it was forecast that 
jobs would Increase and busi­ 
ness would be stepped up. Ikit 
unemployment stays about 6 
percent, and there Is reason 
to wonder about the statistics 
on jobs. 
People who have 
oecome ciscourageu anc have 
quit hunting work are not 
counted in the government 
tabulation of unemplo>ed. 
The nation's industrial 
sy stem continues to operate 
at bout 75 percent of plant 
capacity, rather than to sh w 
recovery. 
Many of us in the Congress 
w ill continue our efforts to 
get a major new public works 
program. We cannot buy tile 
view of Labor Secretary James 
Hodgson that "unemployment

It is possible that some who are not well in­ 
formed on school finance might translate the fed­ 
eral court ruling into an opinion that the amount of 
school expenditures is somehow involved. 
True, state expenditures for public schools have 
gone up over the last 20 years Rut in that period 
school attendance has almost doubled. Costs have 
increased. Other state expenditures have esca­ 
lated. 
The result: The public school share of the state 
dollar has not increased in 20 years. 
During that time the school share of the state 
dollar has fluctuated from 27.68 cents to 33.23 
cents. For 1969-70, the last year comparable fig­ 
ures were available, public schools received 29.24 
cents out of each state dollar. I hat’s less than 
the 29.67 cents in 1949-50, the first Gilmer-Alkin 
year. 


You’ve heard a lot about school dropouts. It’s 
a real problem. But have you heard about school 
“drop-ins”? 


The much-maligned Minimum Foundation Pro­ 
gram bases aid to schools on average daily attend­ 
ance (ADA), as an incentive. In 1948-49 the av­ 
erage daily attendance in all Texas schools was 
73.8 percent of the scholastic population. 
By 1968-69 the statewide ADA had steadily in­ 
creased to 89.86 percent of a larger school popu­ 
lation. 
That meant money to local districts. But it 
meant lots more education for lots more young 
Texans. That’s a fact that’s difficult to fault.

QUESTION: The term "tele- 
tervice” is frequently used in 
radio and television announce­ 
ments regarding social securi­ 
ty. 
Would you please explain 
what is meant by "teleser­ 
vice"? 
ANSWER: Most any social 
security business can be taken 
care of by telephone includ­ 
ing applications. Any neces­ 
sary' forms can be mailed by 
social security to an individ­ 
ual for signatures and then re­ 
turned by mail. The agency 
used the term "teleservice" 
to help die public know their 
social security business can be 


S o c i a l S e c u r i t y 


Roy L. Swift, manager of 
the San Antonio social securi­ 
ty office, announced today 
that some disabled people in 
this area are unduly delaying 
payment on their claims, and 
even losing money by failing 
to contact the social security 
office soon after their disabil­ 


ity begins. 
Although there is a 6-mon­ 
th waiting period for which no 
benefits can be paid, the dis­ 
abled should file a claim 


sarlv. 


Swift said that in many 
cases all work on the claim 
can by accomplished before 
the end of the waiting period 
and a check can be received 
for the first month payment 
is possible. 
If the disabled person Is 
unable tor call at die office 
in person, Ills claim can usu­ 
ally be handled by tele - 
phone, or a relative can 
help by visiting the nearest 
social security representa­ 
tive. 


The manager pointed out 
that it is not unusual for 
some people to wait several 
years after the beginning of 
a serious illness or accident 
to contact the social securi­ 
ty office. 
Because social 
security benefits can be paid 
retroactively for only 12 
month*, these people may 
lose hundreds of dollars. 
Swift stressed that accu­ 
rate information about the 
disability program can best 
be obtained from a social 
security representative. 
Be­ 
cause of frequent changes 
in the laws, information 
provided by well meaning 
friends or relatives may 
prove to V Incorrect and 
cause unnecessary delay or 
loss of payment.
